If person is suspected of experiencing opioid overdose and not breathing normally,
administer naloxone immediately and call EMS

Law enforcement should wear mask, gloves and eye protection before administering
naloxone.

When using naloxone nasal spray, ensure that you have a tight seal of the spray bottle
into the nostril to avoid “blow back.”

Step back quickly after administering naloxone to avoid coughs and sneezes from nasal
spray.
Check for return to normal breathing.

If person is still not breathing, administer another dose of naloxone after 2-5 minutes.

Monitor person until EMS arrives.

*If agencies decide not to use the nasal spray provided by the Utah Department of Health (UDOH), please
distribute to community members or return to UDOH for redistribution.
